SOCK COUNTY FAIR. 


EIGHT PERSONS PERISHED 


In a Blaze W hich Destroyed a Frame 
Building on th e Serne Site in Fab* 
ruary, 1881—OI# Residents Tell of 
th e Tragedy.

Many of the older residents of the 
city who witnessed the fire at Rose's 
store on Tuesday evening 
recalled 
with a feeling of horror the holocaust 
which occurred in February of 1881. 
when a large three story frame struc­ 
ture then standing on the site of the 
Hotel 
Grand 
building went up in 
flames and claimed the lives of eight 
human beings. 
It was at an early hour in the morn­ 
ing when the blaze was discovered in 
the feed store owned by Frank Stew­ 
art. 
Louis Calhoun, engineer at the 
Knowles pottery, who at that tim e held 
the sam e position, made the discov­ 
ery and rushed to the boiler room of 
the pottery and blew 
the 
whistle, 
which continued to give the alarm un­ 
til the entire populace of the city was 
aroused. 
In the sam e building, alongside of 
Mr. Stew art's feed store, was a drug 
store owned by William Sloan, and 
also a grocery owned by two brothers 
named Anderson. 
The fire broke out 
in the feed store, and before the fire­ 
men arrived the entire structure was 
a m ass of flame. 
* 
Thom as B ennett and son, Kelsey, 
who liv?d w here th eir grocery is now 
situated, almost opposite, 
were 
the 
first to reach the scene. 
On their ar­ 
rival they were m et by Mr. Sloan. 
who rushed down a stairw ay with a 
small child in his arms. 
Almost fren­ 
zied with fright the man applied to 
th e ones about him to save his wife 
and children, who were in a room in 
the hurtling building. 
In the excite rn e ti t the words of Mr. 
Sloan went unheeded, and not until 
the structure had almost been con­ 
sumed did the fact become known of 
the terrible fate th at had befallen the 
ones who hail been caught in the 
flames. 
Mrs. Sloan, 
together 
with 
six children and brother-in-law, were 
sleeping in rooms directly above the 
drug store and it is supposed they 
were rendered unconscious 
by 
the 
fumes arising from the burning acids, 
etc. 
Mr. Sloan left them believing 
they would follow, as the blaze had 
not yet reached their sleeping ap art­ 
m ents and the hallway was clear. 
T here was no paid fire departm ent 
in E ast Liverpool in those days and 
volunteers fought the fires. 
Hose was 
kept in a room in the Goodwin pot­ 
tery, and as soon as they could be a t­ 
tached to the w ater plugs brave ef­ 
forts were m ade to stay the progress 
of the flames. 
Several tim es th e m en 
\ were driven away owing to th e inten­ 
sity of the heat and not 
until 
the 
building was alm ost in ashes was it 
possible to get near. 
W hen morning arrived and the rays 
of the sun spread shadows over the 
^m ouldering em bers a sight th a t al­ 
most froze the hearts of those who 
witnessed it met the gaze of the men 
who volunteered to search 
for 
the 
corpses of those who perished. 
Char­ 
red alm ost beyond 
recognition and 
with the limbs burned off the bodies 
w ere carried on stretchers to a vacant 
storeroom nearby and left until an 
u ndertaker prepared them for burial. 
The funeral was held at the U. P. 
church and was in charge of Dr, J. C. 
Taggart. 
The 
edifice 
was crowded 
with people and in the m idst of the 
m inister’s discourse an alarm of fire 
wa* given. 
The effect of the start­ 
ling report alm ost resulted in a seri­ 
ous stampede. 
The congregation, yet 
thrilled by the horror of th e terrible 
c alam ity of a few days previous, were 
panic-stricken for a tim e and rushed 
frantically toward the street 
It was 
soon learned, however, that the fire 
was in the basem ent and in no dan­ 
ger of doing harm, and the funerals 
were completed without further in­ 
cident. The bodies of the victim s of 
the dreadful disaster were taken to 
New Matamoras for burial. 
For many m onths 
after the fatal 
fire a vain attem pt was made to learn 
the origin of the blaze. 
The Ander­ 
son brothers, one of whom was mar­ 
ried and had a family of 
children. 
lived In the upstairs of the building, 
all escaped before the 
flames

Alexander von Pee* tinder 
the title “The Struggle For Industrial 
Supt* m ary.” 
“Not China and not In the Transvaal 
war,” Dr. von IVez declares, “but tho 
nice between the great industrial coun­ 
tries—England, Germany and the U nit­ 
ed S t a t e s - forms to coolly calculating 
politicians the foremost, weightiest and 
most enduring interest of the future. 
Slowly lias England grown com mer­ 
cially, more rapidly bas Germany risen 
after gaining political unity and estab­ 
lishing the protective system, but like a 
storm is the forward movement of the 
United St:if 
A fter reviewing the progress of Eng­ 
land and Germany in commerce and 
manufactures Dr. von Pee* passes to 
the United States, “rising in the new 
world with sinister rapidity.” He says: 
‘ Its nationality has its roots In Ger­ 
manic* traits. 
It received, either from 
its Celtic mixture or as a characteris­ 
tic of American soil, Its qualities of 
unrest, assertiveness and unexpected­ 


n e s s in action. The American has had 
the good luck besides to draw to him ­ 
self from his two competitors a share 
of their t^vu skill and of their own 
acquisitions through emigration from 
Germany an d England. From the com­ 
bination of all these qualities has re­ 
sulted the undoubted superiority of a 
mighty land, stretching from ocean to 
ocean, full of coal and Iron and treas­ 
ures of the soil. inhabited by a trained, 
numerous and daring people, spiritual­ 
ly aud morally luidistracted and a r­ 
dently devoted to their various pur­ 
suit-. 
“Ti e three competing countries now 
suffer from obstacles which 
hinder 
their free movement. 
Germany has 
China. 
England the Transvaal 
and 
America tie* iidiippines. 
From ap­ 
pearances the United States \\ ill Ie* tile 
first to throw oil its burden. Al ter that 
country shall be free from the Philip­ 
pine w ar ifs industrial advance upon 
Europe will be fully manifested.” 
Dr. von Pee/, then considers the vari­ 
ous eoiumerrial treaties and tariff sys­ 
tems of the European countries, spe­ 
cially noting their defects, and con­ 
cludes that upon the term ination of ex­ 
isting commercial treaties the relations 
of European nations 
to 
tile United 
States should lie carefully studied, with 
a view to reciprocity in tariff duties 
and other international dealings. 
The 
United States displays a consciousness 
of victory, lie avers. 
It designs to 
bring agriculture as well as m anufac­ 
turing to the highest possible state of 
development. In m arked contrast with 
Germany and Great Britain, which are 
I sd ii g n a t m arkets for the farm prod­ 
ucts of oilier lands, tLw» (Jutted States 
shuls out any jstssibillty of th at na­ 
ture. 
I'ommerci.il treaties with that 
country have therefore in this regard 
no value. 
W hat America can accom­ 
plish on agricultural lines lins been 
sufficiently shown since 1K80. T he pres­ 
ent shuttered condition of European 
•agriculture is mainly ber work. 
Now 
she contemplates w ar with other Eu­ 
ropean industries, having already sent 
out au advance guard of coal, iron. 
sm*o1 and Jiiachienery. 
Equally strong In m anufacturing and 
agriculture and pushing her exports 
with great anergy, the United States is 
now absorbing Europe’s looney. The 
cash balance in lier favor iii tile last 
three years am ounted to $1,(500.000.000. 
Through ibm that country can exercise 
a very im portant influence on Europe's 
rate of interest. 
After enumerating a variety o f man­ 
ufactured wares which our country is 
sending to different parts of the world 
Dr. von P ee*exclaim s: 
"And with all this the United States 
bas not yet unbuckled one piece of the 
almost impenetrable armor In which 
she Is incased while demanding open 
doors of otlicrs everywhere. Our op 
fiortunity comes with the commercial 
treaties. What should first lie done iii 
defense Is to follow the exam ple In re 
pard to tariffs and trade treaties which 
the United States lins set for us. At the 
European seashore <England is includ­ 
ed herein) a tariff should be established 
counter to that of the Union, while the 
European nations, should arrange tar­ 
iffs touching each other which would 
not materially differ from those now 
existing. 
But only the restoration of 
the tripartite imperial alliance would 
offer all those guarantees which are 
requisite In a matter of such great ins 
portanee.

— Ureain together 
the yolks of three eggs ami a cupful of 
sugar, adding a quarter of a pound of 
butter, then add a c u p f u l of milk and a 
cupful and a half of flour, with a large 
teaspoonful of baking powder.

EIGHT PERSONS PERISHED 


In a Blaze W hich Destroyed a Frame 
Building on the Same Site in Feb­ 
ruary, 1881— Old Residents Tell of 
the Tragedy. 


Many of tho older residents of the 
city who witnessed the fire at Rose s 
store on Tuesday evening 
recalled 
with a feeling of horror the holocaust 
which occurred in February of 1881, 
when a large three story frame stru c­ 
ture then standing on the site of the 
Hotel 
Grand 
building went up in 
flames and claimed the lives of eight 
human beings. 
It was at an early hour In the m orn­ 
ing when the blaze was discovered in 
the feed store owned by Frank Stew ­ 
art. 
Louis Calhoun, engineer at the 
Knowles pottery, who at that time held 
the same position, made the discov­ 
ery and rushed to the boiler room of 
th e pottery and blew 
the 
whistle. 
which continued to give the alarm un­ 
til the entire populace of the city was 
aroused. 
In the sam e building, alongside of 
Mr. Stew art's feed store, was a drug 
store owned by William Sloan, and 
also a grocery owned by two brothers 
named Anderson. 
The fire broke out 
in the feed store, and before the fire­ 
men arrived the entire structure was 
a mass of flame. 
' 
Thomas B ennett and son. Kelsey 
who livfld w here their grocery is now 
situated, alm ost opposite, 
were 
the 
first to reach the scene. 
On their ar 
rival they were m et by Mr. Sloan 
who rushed down a stairway with 
small child in his arms. 
Almost fren 
zied with fright the man applied to 
th e ones about him to save his wife 
and children, who were in a room in 
the burning building. 
In the excitem ent the words of Mr 
Sloan went unheeded, and not until 
the structure had almost been con 
sumed did the fact become known of 
the terrible fate that had befallen th e 
ones who had been caught in the 
flames. 
Mrs. Sloan, 
together 
with 
six children and brother-in-law. were 
sleeping in rooms directly above the 
drug store and it is supposed they 
were rendered unconscious 
by 
the 
funw»s arising from the burning acids 
etc. 
Mr. Sloan left them believing 
they would follow, as the blaze had 
not yet reached their sleeping apart 
m eets and the hallway was clear. 
There was no paid fire departm ent 
in East Liverpool in those days and 
volunteers fought the fires. 
Hose was 
kept in a room in the Goodwin pot 
tory, and as soon as they could he at 
fetched to the w ater plugs brave pf 
forts were m ade to stay the progress 
of the flames. 
Several times the men 
I were driven away owing to the inten 
sity of the heat anti not 
until 
the 
building was alm ost in ashes was it 
possible to get near. 
When m orning arrived and the rays 
of the sun spread shadows over the 
^mouldering em bers a sight that, al­ 
most froze the hearts of those who 
witnessed it met the gaze of the men 
who volunteered to search 
for 
the 
corpses of those who perished. 
Char­ 
red almost beyond 
recognition and 
with the limbs burned off the bodies 
were carried on stretchers to a vacant 
storeroom nearby and left until an 
undertaker prepared them for burial. 
The funeral was held at the U. P 
church and was in charge of Dr. J. C 
T a g g a rt 
The 
edifice 
was crowded 
with people and in the midst of the 
minister's discourse an alarm of fire 
was given. 
T he effect of the s ta rt­ 
ling report alm ost resulted in a seri­ 
ous stampede. 
T he congregation, yet 
thrilled by the horror of th e terrible 
calamity of a few days previous, were 
panic-stricken for a tim e and rushed 
frantically tow ard the street. 
It was 
soon learned, however, that th e fire 
was in the basem ent and in no dan­ 
ger of doing harm , and the funerals 
were completed without further in­ 
cident. The bodies of the victims of 
the dreadful disaster were taken to 
New Matamoras for burial. 
For many m onths 
after the fatal 
fire a vain attem pt was made to learn 
the origin of the blaze. 
The Ander-' 
son brothers, one of whom was m ar­ 
ried and had a family of 
children. 
lived in the upstairs of the building, 
but 
all escaped before the 
flames 
reached them. 
It 
was 
whispered 
about town that some one intentional* 
ly fired the structure for the purpose 
of getting the insurance.

Dewey would serve upon such a court. 
if requested to do so. the secretary 
said: . “Admiral Dewey will do his 
duty.” 
Although no positive declara­ 
tion has been made on this point, it 
is assumed about the navy depart­ 
ment that Admiral Dewey will be the 
president of the court which will in­ 
quire intq the whole controversy con­ 
cerning Admiral Schley’s action dur­ 
ing the Spanish war. 
There is also 
an impression (hat 
the 
two other 
members of the court will be retired 
naval officers, or. at least, officers who 
had uo connection with the Santiago 
campaign. 
The selection of retired 
officers would have a- double advant 
age.

Many of the older residents of the 
c ity who witnessed the fire at Rose's 
store on Tuesday evening 
recalled 
w ith a feeling o f h o rro r the holocaust 
w hich occurred in February o f 1881. 
when a large three story fram e struc­ 
tu re then standing on the site of the 
H otel 
Grand 
bu ilding w ent up in 
flames and claim ed the lives o f eight 
human beings. 
it was at an early hour in the m orn­ 
ing when the blaze was discovered in 
the feed store owned by F rank Stew­ 
art. 
Louis C alhoun, engineer at the 
Knowles pottery, who at that tim e held 
the same position, made the discov­ 
ery and rushed to the b oiler room of 
the pottery and blew 
the 
w histle 
w hich continued to give the alarm un­ 
til the entire p o p u la c e of the c ity was 
aroused. 
In the same building, alongside 
Mr. S tew art’s feed store, was a drug 
store owned by W illia m Sloan, and 
also a grocery owned by tw o brothers 
named Anderson. 
The fire broke out 
in the feed store, and before the fire­ 
men arrived the entire structu re was 
a mass of flame. 
* 
Thomas B ennett and son. Kelsev 
who livPd where th e ir grocery is now 
situated, alm ost opposite, 
were 
the 
first to reach the scene. 
On th e ir ar­ 
riv a l they were m et by M r. Sloan 
who rushed down a stairw ay w ith 
sm all child in his arm s. 
A lm ost fren 
zied w ith frig h t the man Applied to 
the ones about him to sa v e his w ife 
and children, who were In a room in 
the burning building. 
In th e excitem ent the words o f M r 
Sloan went unheeded, and not u n til 
the structure had alm ost been con 
sumed did th e fact become know n of 
the te rrib le fete th a t had befallen the 
ones 
who had 
been caught in the 
flames. 
M rs. Sloan, 
together 
w ith 
six children and brother-in-law , were 
sleeping in rooms d ire c tly above the 
drug >tore and it is supposed they 
w ere rendered uneonscious 
by 
the 
fumes arising from the burning acids 
etc. 
Mr. Sloan le ft them believing 
they would follow , as the b laze had 
not yet reached th e ir sleeping a p a rt­ 
ments and the hallw ay was clear. 
There was no paid fire departm ent 
In Fast Liverpool in those days and 
volunteers fought the fires. 
Hose was 
kept in a room in the Goodwin pot­ 
tery. and as soon as they could be a t­ 
tached to the w ater plugs brave ef­ 
fo rts were made to stay the progress 
»*f the flames. 
Several tim es the men 
I Were driven away ow ing to the inten­ 
sity of the heat and not 
u n til 
the 
building was alm ost in ashes was it 
possible to get near. 
W hen m orning a rrived and the rays 
o f the sun spread shadows over the 
m ouldering embers a sight th a t a l­ 
most froze the hearts o f those who 
Hitnessed it met the gaze o f the men 
who volunteered to search 
fo r 
th * 
corpses o f those who perished. 
Char 
red 
alm ost 
beyond recognition and 
w ith the lim bs burned off the bodies 
were carried on stretchers to a vacant 
storeroom nearby and le ft u n til an 
undertaker prepared them fo r burial. 
H ie funeral was held at the U. F‘ 
c hurch and was in charge of Dr. J. C 
I aggart. 
The 
edifice 
was 
crowded 
w ith pt'opltJ and in the m idst o f the 
m inister's discourse an alarm o f fire 
wa* given. 
The effect o f the sta rt 
lin g report alm ost resulted In a serf 
ous stampede. 
The congregation, yet 
ib rin e d by the h o rro r of th e te rrib le 
< a a m ity o f a few days previous, were 
panic-stricken fo r a tim e and rushed 
fra n tic a lly tow ard the street. 
It was 
soon learned, however, th a t the fire 
was in the basement and in no dan­ 
ger o f doing harm , and the funerals 
were completed w ith o u t fu rth e r in 
eident. The bodies o f the victim s o f 
the dreadful disaster were taken to 
New M atamoras fo r burial. 
For many m onths 
a fte r the fatal 
file a vain a ttem pt was made to learn 
the o rig in o f the blaze. 
The A n d e r 
son brothers, one o f whom was m ar­ 
ried and had a fa m ily o f 
children 
lived In the upstairs o f the building, 
but 
a ll escaped before the 
flames 
reached them .

al>out town th a t some one in te n tio n a l 
ly fired the stru cture fo r the purpose 
of g etting the Insurance.
